During thisMime, ^^^^did not appear to willingly exit the vehicle. In response, the officers 
grabbed ^^^Jand removed him from the vehicle. Onceoutofthe vehicle, appearedto 

pull away fronmhc^tff i ce rs as they attempted to control ^^^^|body movement. Officer BH 
then escortec^^^^J towards a door, both struggled with eadmrther as they proceeded - pB 
held ontc^^^^Hwith both hands and physically directed as he moved his body around 

to resist ^^^Bdirection. Almost to the door, and stilEstruggling with each other, pushed 
| against a cement wall. Once against the wall, bod^novements stabilized, Officer 

| achieved greater control, and the officer continued to direct towards and through the 

door. 



Equally important, during his interview with investigators, ^^^described himself as 
intoxicated during his arrest, upset that he was arrested, and that he pulled away from the officers 
tuDhevremoved him from the vehicle and escorted him towards the door. Additionally, photos of 
SjjjjB taken soon after the incident did not capture any apparent injuries. described his 

injury as non-apparent, and that he only had some discomfort to the side of his head near his eye.

CPD policy permits officers to use force against an active resister. 4 5 An individual is 
considered an active resister when they attempt to create distance between them and the officer 
with the intent to avoid physical control or defeat arrest. When c onsidering our Summary of 
Evidences factually true by a preponderance, we find that actions of pulling away from 

Officer and resisting movementtowards the door as an attempt to avoid the officer’s physical 
control. Therefore, wefind Officer use of force - the f orceful di rection towards the door 

and the pushing of against the cement wall to stabilize ^^^^|body and achieve greater 

control - to be permissible under CPD’s use of force policy. Furthermore, the force used did not
